Not for the past ten years has 
there been any doubt expressed in 
Wall Street or anywhere else as to 


the ability of the car makers as a} 


whole to maintain their current 
dividends, and the trend in pay- 
ments has been steadily upward. 
Last year’s moderate decline in 
dividend payments by the _ seven 
leading dividend payers in the in- 


dustry was due to smaller payments | cording to announcement made by | bead striping becomes a single line 


made by General Motors Corpora- 
tion, which paid out a total of 
$156,600,007 in dividends on com- 
mon against $165,300,002 in the 
preceding year. Larger pavments 
by other companies practically off- 
set this decline, and the total pav- 
ments of seven companies in 1929 
were $224,025,594 against $224,- 
128.919 in 1928. 

The dividend record of the 
motor industry during recent years 
has been outstanding as indicated 
by comparison of the above totals 
amount. ] r. same S 
pany in 1925, when dividends paid 
on common were $86,781,388. Not- 
withstanding increased payments 
to shareholders, the amounts dis- 
bursed since have been well within 
earnings available for the com- 
mon shares. 


Since 1925, the seven leaders have | 
paid out a total of $863,325,046 in| 


cash dividends against earnings of 
$1,458,366,026 for the same period. 
It has been the established practice 
of the industry to pay out approxi- 
mately 60 per cent. of earnings in 
dividends.

Automotive plants have partici- 
pated in the rise, and although im- | 
provement os not as accelerated as | 
might have been anticipated the 
process is gradual and certain. Most | 
factories are now operating on 
higher schedules than at any time 
Since early last fall. 

Duesenberg, according to factory 
executives, is employing more men 
than at the peak of last year’s pro- 
duction, with capacity levels ex- 
pected to be reached soon. Output | 
of the big eight recently has been 
curtailed somewhat by retarded re- 
ceipts of motors which are assembled 
at the Lycoming plants. 

The Ford Motor Company's as- 
sembly plant here is perhaps the 
most active in the city, employment 
there being about 30 per cent. higher 
than at the busiest period of last 
year. Night shifts are being em- 
ployed in certain departments. 

About 100 to 110 cars are daily 
leaving the Marmon factory where 
short weeks were recently effected 
to give employment to more men 
This plan was also put into oper- 
ation by other leading industries 
here, including the Link-Belt Com- 
pany. 

Limited operations continued at 
the Stutz plant, where five or six 
cars a week comprise the work done 
at that plant pending outcome of 
merger negotiations. 

Work at the local factory of the | 
Weymann American Body Company | 
is largely confined to the building | 
of fifty bodies for the Peerless Com- | 
pany at Cleveland. The new Peer- 
less line made its bow on automobile 
row here last week with the open- 
ing of a factory sales branch. | 

New car sales for the first two- 
thirds of the month approxi- 
mated the total for the whole 
month of February, reflecting 
moderate improvement in that 
branch of the business. The 

March total, however, will fall far 

short of that of last March, 

which was one of the best of 

1929. 

Increases were general through- 
cut the list, although some makes | 
continued to lag. Chevrolet and| 
Ford both appear certain of passing | 
last month’s total, which was higher 
proportionately than the higher- 
priced cars. The Auburn-Cord com-'! 
bination has already more than 
trebled February’s sales, as has 
Nash. Packard is four _ times 
stronger so far, while Reo, Frank- 
lin and La Salle have shown de- 
cidedly better demand. 

Chrysler products as a group ap- 
pear to be headed for much higner 
ground, particularly the new Dodge 
and De Soto line. Chrysler cars 
have doubled the sales total for last 
month and Dodge will probably du- 
plicate the feat by the end of the 
month. The Plymouth, too, seems 
to be feeling the impetus of lwer 
prices and new dealer set-up.

MUNN SEES PICK-UP 
IN THIRD QUARTER 


New York, March 24.—Following a! 
tour of the principal automobile 
production centers of the United 
States. Charles G. Munn, president 
of the Reynolds Spring Company.

with motor car executives, that the 
third quarter of the current year 
would be more prosperous than any 
corresponding period in years.

Employment 1s increas- 
ing throughout Michigan, where the 
trend is most optimistic; more so 
now than it was three weeks ago.

GENERAL MOTORS TO 
BRING DEALERS IN 
CLOSE RELATIOINSHIP 


New York, March 24.—Bring- 
ing the retail dealer into closer 
relation with the manufacturer 
than ever before, the General Mo- 
tors Corporation is amplifying its 
present system of gauging pro- 
duction with a parallel series of 
data providing a true reflection of 
the effects of the retail movement 
of cars upon the financial position 
of its dealers. 

This important announcement was 
made today by Donaldson Brown, 
vice-president and chairman of the 
finance committee of General Mo- 
tors. 

The automobile industry is no 
longer a business of manufacturing 
and wholesaling, said Mr. Brown in 
his statement. It has become a busi- 
ness of retail merchandising, and 
the strength and permanency of any 


| producer must be measured in terms 


of the strength of his retailing or- 
ganization. No policies or practices 
can survive which do not definitely 
reckon with the equities of the deal- 
er and the intricacies of his operat- 
ing position down to the last detail, 
he said.

GROSS RETAIL SALES 
TAX FOR KENTUCKY

| will tax retail sales of automobiles, 
itires, batteries, accessories, and 
parts. 
| The bill as enacted into law in 
Kentucky is a dangerous and dras- 
,tic piece of legislation, according to 
J. Garland Lea, secretary of the 
Louisville Automobile Dealers’ As- 
sociation. It will cost the dealers 
much money, annually, and on a 
business that is not making much 
profit as it is, he said. It will affect 
sales of used cars, it is believed, as 
well as new ones. There is no pro- 
vision made for returned mer- 
chandise, or repossessions. The 
merchant may lose money, but must 
still pay the tax on his gross sales, 
aS it is a Saies tax, not a profit tax.

HERE is an ancient aphorism, usually twisted to excuse 

some particularly selfish action, and it runs: “Charity 
begins at home.” 

James H. Bohannon, president of the Peerless organ-;: 
ization, has coined a very much better variant of this by say- 
ing that: “Sales should begin at home.” 

In a recent issue, The Automotive Daily News had the 
pleasure of printing an exclusive interview with Mr. Bohan- 
non in which he gave his ideas on this subject in detail. The 
statement is worth the careful study of the entire qutomo- 
tive industry. 

“If every one who is directly or indirectly dependent 
upon the automotive industry would buy a car now, it would 
be like a snowball rolling downhill for car sales,” said Mr. 
Bohannon in his statement. Then he proceeds to show us| 
how we can capitalize this class of prospects, which has an| 
actual financial interest in furthering the progress of the 
automobile business :— 

“The power of suggestion is undeniable, and the success 
that I have met with in the sale of automobiles to those inter- 
ested in the automotive industry convinces me that it is 
practical and feasible for the motor car manufacturers to 
conduct a spring selling campaign in a specified two weeks | 
some time during the month of April. During these two)! 
weeks the dealers and members of the executive staffs of | 
the automobile companies could concentrate upon such logi-| 
cal prospects as stockholders in motor car and parts com-| 
panies, who are necessarily interested in the earning power , 
of their investments; all suppliers of automotive parts; all} 
suppliers of materials, which would include steel, lumber, | 
rubber, glass, fabric, chemicals and many other allied indus- | 
tries; publishers of newspapers, magazines, trade papers | 
who carry such enormous automotive advertising lineage; | 
all the great oil and gas interests; all owners of property | 
occupied by automobile dealers; all railroads, whose automo- | 
tive tonnage is tremendous; all bank officials, whose insti-| 
tutions are inseparably linked with the automotive industry | 
throughout the country.” ; 

Mr. Bohannon places the number of prospects embodied | 
in this class at half a million. We would be inclined to place 
it at a higher figure, but, that aside, it seems to us that the! 
suggestion is an excellent one. All those people who earn a| 
living from one branch or another of the automotive indus-| 
try have this direct or indirect interest in seeing that! 
industry prosper. They also have the same interest that | 
all the rest of the country has in owning a new car. The 
double appeal ought to be irresistible and the automobile 
industry should capitatize its possession of an extra favor- 
able prospect class. Such a countrywide sales campaign as 
Mr. Bohannon suggests might easily bring the number of 
additional sales that will make this a completely satisfactory 
spring period. 


NE of the readers of The Automotive Daily News 
recently asked us if we thought that solid tires for 
commercial vehicles would go completely out of the picture. 
While statistics seem to indicate the disappearance of 
this type of tire, we do not believe that it will go out of use 
for some time to come. In 1921 almost 30 per cent. of the!

In certain classes of service pneumatic tires are not 
efficient. In hauling tremendous loads of structural steel, 
building material and various other unusually heavy prod- 
ucts, pneumatic tires will not stand up under the strain. The | 
cost of keeping pneumatics on trucks in this heavy hauling | 
field is prohibitive. 
Eventually, perhaps the tire makers may produce cas- | 
ings that will stand up in this service, but for the present a| 
limited field still remains to the solids.

System Has Accuracy 
And Ecenomy to 
Recommend Its Use 
For Electrical Parts 
Houses 


HE electrical parts jobber 
has what is undoubtedly 
the most difficult inventory 
problems. Carrying as he 
does many thousands of small 
parts which range in size 
from storage batteries down 
to screws so small that fifty 
of them would not fill a 
thimble, it is almost impos- 
sible for him to accurately 
control such a stock by any of 
the regular methods. 

The P. J. Durham Company, 
Inc., one of the largest electrical 
supply houses in the East, lo- 
cated in New York city, has 
worked out a method of control 
that enables it to keep an accu- 
rate check of more than 10,000 of 
these parts. This system not only 
has accuracy to recommend it but 
it is further supported by the 
economy with which it may be 
carried out. 

The ordinary inventory system in 
use by the general line jobber is of 
little use to the average electrical 
parts jobber, even if a number of 
system are considered and a vest 

features of eh-ale incorporated in 
a new sy-em. The Durham system 
DOW Zsses to a marked degree the 
desirable features of accuracy and 
economy. 

In the first place, there are no 
complicated details, such as stock 
cards, to be kept up to date, and, in 
fact, no perpetual inventory at all 
This explains why it is not expen- 
sive to maintain. 

The materials used in the system 
consist of a visible stock-locating 
index, bin labels and red, white and 
blue signals, and a stock-receiving 
system 

All floor stock is located in dust- 
proof cabinets containing boxes or 
bins, which are divided into sec- 
tions, according to factory accounts. 

These bins are arranged in tiers in 
multiples of tens, making it an easy 
matter to locate any desired bin. 

For example, each cabinet con- 
taining 10 tiers, with 10 bins to each 
tier, naturally has space for 100 
items. Starting with the column 
on the left side, these tiers are 
numbered from 1 to 10, begining at 
the top and working toward the 
bottom; the next column 
bered from 11 to 20, and so on, the 
ones to the extreme right being 
numbered from 91 to 100. 

At the head of each section bear- 
ing the parts made by one manu- 
facturer, that manufacturer’s name 
appears in the visible index in let- 
ers 18 inches high. Each index 
contains 50 cards and each card is

dom necessary, but quite often 
orders come through for parts not 
often sold, and at such times this 
system is invaluable for saving time 
and trouble. 

A small label bearing the name of 
the manufacturer, part number, 
name of part and list price is at- 
tached to the front of each bin. 
Each manufacturer whose merchan- 
dise is stocked has a color allotted 
to him, and the bin labels are col- 
ored accordingly. This is a valuable 
idea for saving time, since it is pos- 
sible by glancing at the outside of 
the bin to know if the parts within 
are made by the manufacturer 
whose goods are ordered. 

When a part is sold, the infor- 
mation on the bin label is copied 
on the sales slip. The slip is made 
out in triplicate and copies go to 
the accounting and to the ship- 
ping departments. 

Each cierk carries a supply of 
blue cards. Whenever he notes the 
stock in a bin running low he slips 
a blue card under the label on the 
bin, and liter in the day a stock 

clerk comes around and checks these 
blue slips, refilling the bins that 
are sO meiked. or reordering the 
merchandise, if necessarv. 

In cases where the stock is re- 
ordered, the stenographer who writes 
the order types a red card, and this 
card is inserted where the blue card 
was previously placed. This means 
thdt the stock has been reordered 
If a surplus is in the house, but 
cannot be placed in the bin, as many 
parts as possible are in the bin 
and a white card informs the clerks 
that :nore similar parts are in the 
house.
